The absence of those names was, 
donbtJ«as, perfectly honourable to the persons 
who had declined to join them j but, on the 
other band, this departure from the ordinary 
routine in city affairs might lead to good in the 
future. (Hear, hear.) No doubt amoni; the 
names attached to the circular appeared those 
of persons who were unknown to the general 
public in political matters ; but still they were 
men who were engaged diligently, and, to a 
large extent, successfully, in the discharge 
of social and other duties in the conduct of 
the various branches of business with which 
they were connected; and if they bad now been 
drawn from theirprivate avocations., which were 
in themselvei sufficiently onerous, it was because 
they had been deeply moved at the humiliating 
position in which the country was placed, and 
because they saw that the heart of Kngland wis 
siek at the state into which things had been 
brought ; and they, therefore, wished tu call 
upon their fellow citizens with one voice, and 
as one man, to declare that (hitt state of thins* 
should no longer he suffered to continue. 
(Cheers,) ^They b.id thus early to entreat them 
to give Ihe lie to the statements that were 
going about to the effect that that nteel

to end in nothing. (Hear, hear.) If that 
gathering were only to result in the adoption (if 
a mere string of resolutions — tame enough, in 
all conscience — on his honour he would not have 
come there to take a part iu its proceedings. 
He cams there becaus? he honestly feared that 
wc wer* drifting into i hat state which, if un- 
checker), mint land us in revolution, and 
because, in all seriousness, he hud no faith in 
order or peace which was not founded on con- 
tentment : and he, foT one, waa not disposed to 
say " Peace, Peace," when ho felt that 
there ought U bo no peace. (Cheers.) 
Among the rumours afloat relating to that 
movement was one charging it with being a 
mere trading affair. This, he was ftorry to 
say. was the tone of the last number of the 
Economist, a newspaper, strange to say, that 
was itself identified with a gentleman who had 
raised himself to the position he now occupied 
by those very qualifications which they wished 
to see more largely introduced into the' Govern- 
ment. That journal, with an offensive and un- 
worthy sneer, said that the discharge of legisla- 
tive and governmental iduties required different 
talents from those which commanded success in 
the connting-honse and at the merchant's desk 
(a laugh), and that the people were in tho habit 
of expecting too much from thoir Governments, 
Now it was to the intelligence, the industy, 1 10 
unflinching perseverance, and, above all, the 
high principle which for the most part distin- 
guished her trading and commercial classes, 
that England owed her greatness : and it was 
because tbey wished to see the same combina- 
tion of efficiency and honesty transferred in an 
equal degree to the departments of the State, 
that they met as tradesmen to enter their protest 
against theeiisting system of maladministration. 
(Cheers.) Again, they had been accused of 
attacking the aristocracy. Now, the reputation 
of the aristocracy ought to be safe in their own 
hands ; and it was only so far as they 
deceived ami plundered the people that 
they should be called to ace writ The 
English people were' attached to their 
aristocracy, and fond of tho Institutions of 
their country, but worse thitiga for a nation 
could befall It than the loss of even its aris-

Irehaircceived 
the tlecpest impassion from reading theocc, iin*- 
of the frightful state of the hospitals at Scutari, 
an i of those miles of agony (to use the eipres- 
sim language of the TWs 1 correspondent) where 
thousands of our felluw-conttymeii— the hr.ivest 
of the brave— were left to die as thSagji they 
were dogs. Tiic ltev. Sidney Godnlphin l^borno 
—a nume to be mentioned with honour ;rheers) 
for his Hvmfiathy wiih sulf, ; ring Sumin%, nnd 
wlrasc philan'.hropic writitigi were known 
to the world years before the war through 
their appearing with Ids initials attached 
to them in the columns of tho JVmrfr— had also 
pointed out he utter incapacity and— whnt was 
worse— the intense heartlOMsneaa of the officials 
who were charged wilh the care of tho sick and 
wounded, but, to 'proceed to another point 
why was it that the intelligent subordinate, 
when possessed of long experience anil great 
ability, never rose to the head of his legist 
mem ? Let them go ov^r the list of cornmu- 
sinners of customs, taxes, and the like, nsd 
they wuuM find that in nine cases out cf every 
ten these appointments were bestowed because 
the recipients were eilher soni-, cousins, ne- 
phew?, or brothers-in-law of members of 
the Government, or of persons having 
political influence at their command. ^Vould 
it not be gratifying to the public to see now nnd 
then a Rowland Hill made Postmaster-General 
(cheers)? — an office essentially requiring a 
practical knowledge of business and an acquaint- 
ance wilh commercial matters, but which had 
never in the memory of the oldest living man 
been held by anybedy but some peer, who was 
seldom possessed of the necessary qualifications. 
The remedy, however, for this ilate of thins* 
was in the people's own hands. There were 
not fifty mcu in the House of Commons who 
were thoroughly proof against the thousand 
forms of influence which surrounded the path 
of a member of Parliament. It was said that 
there were 120 sons of peers, and about 100 
mora of their sons in-law, grandsons, or ne- 
phews in the House of Commons, making to- 
gether 200, or about one-third of that assembly. 
Now, these men had as much right to tit there 
as anybody else; but the wisdom of the 
constituencies in sending them there was 
much to be doubled, (Laughter). 8o lsng 
as this system went on, and the people rested 
content with mere noise and vapouring espies- 
™ns of indignation, the Government would be 
unly too thankful to them for allowing them to 
continue the system. The first advance lowards 
the effect ual lcmedy of the existing evils must 
spring fr«m a thorough change in public opi- 
b ion as to the relations between memhersof 
1'arliument and their constituents, Whv should 
a candidnle go round about, cap in band, to lbs 
volers anil entreat them lo do him the great 
kindness of recording their votes in his favour ? 
The citi/.r ns of London should take care that 
the nest election there was tin mistake in this 
matter, (Cheers.) This might be delicate 
ground to touch upon, but certainly upon all 
the testing questions of the day — those ques- 
tions involving the DTcatest good of the great- 
est number, which used to engage the attention 
of lh.it veteran reformer, Joseph Hume, and 
which icilly formed the jnly legislation worth a 
moment's thought — tho constituents of the eity 
of Lnndon had never bestowed the earnest con- 
sideration they deserved." illear, hear.) Ad- 
vetting to another point, he must express his 
nmeticment and indignation at the rlippnnry dis- 
played at a grit-re emergency by the Prime 
Minister, LorJ Pnlmerston might he, antl no 
doubt was, a man of consummate anilities — he 
might possess manners ihai would 
grace eny dancing master (a laogh), but 
it w r as past endurance to find that 
the deep injury which Kngland had sustained 
in this mailer had been mel with a universal 
joke. I Cheers.) Take any £0 speeches at 
random from the newspapers that the Premier 
hail delivered since be became the head of the 
dovernment, under circumstances that had 
broken the hearts of thousands and carried 
desolation into every village of the land, nnd 
they would find that ID of them had resulted in 
roars of " uiughler." Such indecent levi'y was 
anything but befitting Inst contingencies of a 
solemn crisis, and be trusted that one result of 
that meeting would be to check it. (Hear, 
hear,' In conclusion; let them not be diverted

■fleeted to believe that the aristocracy had a m ent from without. There was not a living 



divine right to govern, and who seemed to think 
that the common people could not be sufficiently 
thankful to the men glorying in the names of 
Cavendish, Elliot, Rutseli, and Stanley, who for 
a few paltry thousands per annum, undertook 
the heavy cams and reeponiibilitioa Incident to 
the adminislrition of their public affairs. 
(Laughter.) Now, the aristocracy had as much 
right to a share in the government as any other 
class, but only in proportion as they exhibited 
the sterling qualities of honesty and efficiency. 
(Hear, hear.) It behoved that meeting, then, 
to satisfy themselves a* to the disinterestedness 
of the gentlemen who had convened them that 
day, and, if convinced of the purity of their 
motives, to swell their voices in tones that 
would be not only unrniatakuble, but must 1m 
obeyed in high quarters (Cheers.) Ht was 



statesman who has not repeatedly in hit 
speeches^ acknowledged the existence of those 
evilg. Lord J. rtussell had stated that he 
thought it a defect in our administrative system 
that the minister had no time to attend u> any 
great geneial measure ; and the late Sir R- Peel 
more than onco said lie had declined to add to 
the responsibility of the Government, because 
tlie Government did everything badly, and often? 
times the great man referred to the^orpid action 
of the Government- Sir James Graham had 
expressed similar nentiments, and Sir C. Tre- 
velyan had also testified to the impossibility of 
uirrying on the public business in an honest 
and proper manner so long as the House of 
Commons remained as it was. (Hear.) It had 
bean asserted that the promoters of that meeting 
were Making an attempt at revolution ; but the 



person who seriously brought such an aceusatjon 
against merchants and Iradara, whose properly 
was tike aheap scattered on the bill-side, and 
dependent for Its safety on ths maintenance of 
law and order, must be no lata than a perfect 
madman. (Cheers.) Then, again. It was said 
their design wss to subvert the eiisting 
Government, Their object, however, was 
too great and important for the* to con- 
descend to attack any particular Government 
or individual in the pursuit of it. Tliey 
did not blame inditiduala for the inherent vices 
of the system, bat, on the contrary, would admit 
that many of thoio on whgm public, odium had 
been cast moat uimtcastiredly liad hail the best 
intentions, and had only failed from want of 
power or from the impossibility of adapting the 
system to the exigences of the moment. No- 
thing mean tr petty, therefore, must mar the 
success »f that movement, H* should be 
ashamed tn see any individual assailed in the 
city of London as he was grieved to find that 
one hon gentleman had baen set upon in the 
House of Commons the other night, for merely 
asserting his independent and fearless opiniin. 
(Hear, heiiT.) The real fault of the present 
system attached to tlie people themselves, who 
ti lcratod it; roiitinuajiee. Facts convinced the 
advocates of thai movement that in every con- 
stituency of the e-.mnlry there was a body of 
voters on tho register who always remained 
unpolled, and who bad it in their pmver, 
if tbey chose to exert themselves at 
the ecctbns, to make even the pre- 
sent representation of the people arnilnhlo for 
immediate piirjioses (hear, hear), anil it waa 
ther,:fi*e the duly of [he eity uf Lundun, as 
the centre and melTonoU-* of the connEry's ac- 
tivity and intelligence, t'i endeavour to iir use 
the middle classes to a due sense of their 
responsibilities and their danger at the prnscnl 
crisis. Such was, then, the aim of the promoters 
of that movement, who bad undertaken to put 
before the public a definite plan uf lefurm. wi h 
the view of nbaiing the evil that wtis at our 
doors. For this purpose a committee would he 
formed, but their task criuld not be accom- 
plished unless they were backed by the moral 
support of the mass of the penple. It was to 
nespcak that support that the preheat meeting 
had been called, and from the symptoms rJ- 
ready manifested there could he no doubt that 
tbey would meet with a general response to 
their appeal from all .arts of the country. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr, J, P. Gissiol seconded the resolution. 
"Whatever might have heen the unburn ess- like 
conduct of the different departments of the 
public service, this one fact remained unaffected, 
thai Parliament had liberally placed at the dis- 
posal of her Majest y's Government ahnool un- 
limited moans for the efficient prosecution of the 
war.

Take the small 
thing of cooking ; what in the hands of the 
common soldier was only a nasty paste, in tbe 
hands of the skilled cook— who as had been well 
said, " wielded his spoon with the skill of a 
magician" — ivas turned into a delicious liquid 
to satisfy the' burning thirst of the sick and 
wounded. All men had naturally hern greatly 
excited by the grievous loss which we bad suf- 
fered in the storm of BalakEavs ; hut to what 
was that loss to be attributed I Captain 
Dacrcs, in his evidence Ijefore the committee, 
expressed his conscientious conviction that it 
was the act of Cod ; but, by pressing 
him hard on that question, .Sir J. Pakington 
managed to screw an admission out of him that 
if all the vessels had been got under way not a 
single one of them need have been lost.

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Tub gtflkt London meeting of tradesmen — un- 
known hithirto save as cunmcrciitl man — but 
repretneatiiiB; the entwrprise, industry, and moral 
power of the middle-ciaoFe.", will mark an am of 
reiolution. Those who augur itn weakness ffom 
iti aatodnatc tone, its meajiured complaints, end its 
careful scpBTrntion of the accusMioiiB brought 
from tha cute or individuality of the accusef — 
m»y find themiehgn, before long, in a serious 
error. The possession of political power by the 
ariitocracy — the mono-poly of tM great offices 
of the state, and of the gift of all meaner ones — 
has MTeT been seriouBly assailed. Men of jfrent 
dbility have risen from the masses. Their 
talents hare been only rcoagnized when they 
became dangeroui in opposition. It has been 
long known that if a plebian aspire to share the 
powers of the State, he must rise on the 
shoulders of the people, and then desert them. 
Thus the career of almost all our "great men" 
has been marked by transitions from the ™. 
lence of demagoguiom to the aubliffie con. 
tempt of the popular will which has 
been ever the boas' of Toryism. Otfjat 
talents for business—greet skill in those details 
which., haweyer. are always important — until 
they concern fin army in the field — htive no price 
in the political market. A mun who inherits 
hit place a. one of the privileged order, or who 
jostles his way into the upper ranks, msy dil- 
play peat administrative ability, and if so it is 
all H welt; but the chances af distinction 
must be obtained by othet qualifications, and 
by * process which is rather likely to retard 
idministratiTe tiletits than to assist their develop- 
ment. 

The middle claaees would probably never 
have contended against the old ny stem, had not 
they fait its pressure. The lesst disposed to 
war, they entered upon it nith reluctance, and 
thei see's, prospect of its indefinite continuance 
with diesd- The same taics which detract 
from their incomes, deMi-.iy the means of their 
customers. The same blockade which stag- 
nates the trade of the continental nations, inter- 
rupt* the commerce of England. Thus the 
middle classes feel the pressure of the war ; and 
it* conduct and duration become points 
I of concern in the ledger, as well as in the 
roll of fame, 

The meeting turned to points, in which 
then is nothing to excite a romantic 
enthusiasm. Its eoir.pl a in is were, that when 
England declared war, when the Pariiarrent 
voted tales to carry it on, when the fields and 
Tillages, the towns, and cities of old England 
tent forth marry a gallant youth to die for his 
covbUj,— then the iiubecilit), confuikni, and 



ignorance of the depart uemts 
enthusiasm, this wealth, this MU-sasrittce, 
pMetively useless. The actual work to be done 
for an army in the field, requires workmen, 
who when stripped of epaulettes and side arms, 
are precisely like workmen who loil in the ordi- 
nary affair, or commercial life. Thus the Com- 
misiiriat feature the system of the warehouse - 
man — the transport service a mercantile routine 
—the diatributiim in the field accurate forms of 
retail. Thus the feeding and clothing armed men 
demand precisely the same ■■ vulgar 
talents" which supply cities of two millions 
with a regularity so constant that nothing is 
wanting to those who have money ; and that 
nothing is wasted, although money is not tin- 
limited. 

The different spcakera confined them- 
selves to this tiew. They did not ask for the 
five points of the charter, nor trouble tbeirt- 
selvei with the beUances of power, or even the 
merits of the war. They went at once to this 
vital question, " shall the nation tolerate an ad- 
ministration which copies Turkey in its 
commissariat,— while its soldiers rival classic 
Rome." The disasters of the Crimea had "made 
England nick at heart ■' the bravest of the 
brave were left lo die like dogs," while the 
English Ministers were spouting on the moors, 
or creating roars of laughter at dinner parties. 
One of the speakers, Mr. Liudiav, the groat 
ship-owner, whose talents have raised him tg 
his present mercantile position, told the meeting 
that the book-keeping of the Government 
ensured the confusion, which led to the starva- 
tion of the soldien. — that he offered 
to aid in lodger reform — but was bowed 
out. 1'he telling anecdote of his French 
frierhd who had learned from the English coach- 
guards to say « All right." gave the universal 
answer of the minisltra to all inquiries from 
witho.jt, and offers of aid within. It is just 
what we have been accustomed to hear to all 
similar interpellations — it was always *' All 
right," until the dreadful secret wa» no 
linger capable of concealment, until the 
fabric of lies and illusion, of waste and incom- 
petence, toppled down, amidst the laughter 
sometimes, and at others the horror, of the 
world. 

The question which seemi to hang on 
thii movement is whether the mercantile classes 
shall he employed in the mercantile business of 
Government; in other words, whether Govern- 
ment in peace or war shall be carried on by 
contract and competition, whetever private 
persona would accept this plan. No douht the 
notion seems rather novel and odd ut first. 
It may take away the poetry, but it will add to 
the power of English dnveniment. So did 
the merchant of Tyre ; so did the princes 
of Venice; so was war conducted during the 
ages of chivalry ; so England has done when 
she has hired armies. It was work performed 
by contract. 

vt'hal our merchants assert is thir — if a thing 
ii to be done ynu want not speeches, not poetry 
and pictorial illustrations — hut plans, speci- 
fications, and estimates — ao many legs demand 
so many stockings and boots, — and they 
must have some teforance to size end fit- 
ness. " Stockings," said one of the speakers, 
" were ordered to be extra warm, and 
shoes were ordered of the usual site, and 
the consequence was, that though the stockings 
and shoes could he worn sijmraMy, thev could 
no: be worn tnjtthtT." 

The meeting noticed with just indignation 
the ridiculous unfitness of even able men for 
the offices which they assume. Thus Sir 
Wiliiam Molebwobth, who has given hia 
life to the colonies, was obliged to take the 
Woods and Forests, or nothing. The conse- 
quence was the forests grew nothing. Mr. F. 
Peat, was sent to the War Department without 
having the slightest preparation by profesaional 
experience. We colonials have known these 
things long ago. A letter from the minister has 
often forced the government of the day to confide 
the management of our affairs to men who could 
not even write • onsen decent lines. Their 
subordinates have not only bcon forced to 
instruct them in the nature of their duties, 
but liniih their education. It holda out some 
of better things, when the rottenness of the 
. ish system is beginning to be felt where 
there are means lo enforce redress. The ad- 
ministrative system cannot be improved in 
England without the colonies realixing some 
benefit. 

This movement of the middle classes will 
prove the sincerity of the (iovefcrr.eni in 
this war. If the dread of reform exceeds 
the concern for the national cause, we may 
look for a haaty and ignominious peace. 
We cannot blame the mercantile classes 
for speaking out now. It is not in human 
nature to tolerate the awful mistakes into which 
Government has fallen. Happily the people 
do not want " a victim " — they are a 
different nation, and take a deeper 
view of reforms than their fathers, who ac- 
cepted the life of the unfortunate Bihq— when 
deserted by a wicked Court to which his inno- 
cence was known. Still there is something 
moving in the aevere and melancholy discon- 
tent which is expressed by the leaders of this 
reform. They will not be put down. They 
have more weight in the nation than any other 
clasa of men, for they mingle witb all, and their 
moral power, when fairly put forth, has been 
always irresistible. 

But are there not behind them — far in the 
deep shadows of fate — another class who take 
up the thread of great revolutions ? Whether 
they will retire into oblivion will depend, not 
on the degree, but an the promptitude of re- 
form. 



Ten notice of motion, in the programme of this 
day's Legislative proceedings, standing in the 
name or Mr. Cowfeb, and having reference to 
the repeal of the Scab Act of laaf session, may 
claim from us a few worde of comment. 

Ilk order that the present state of the ques- 
tion may be clearly comprehended .by those not 
direotly interested in the matter of Scab, it 
may be necessary to stele all that is known 
regarding the nature and cause of this perni- 
cious and much-dreaded disorder. According 
to the testimony of the most experienced end k 
competent investigators, the Scab is a disease 
occasioned by the presence of a minute insect of 
the Aeana or Tick species, which takes up its 
abode in the skin of the hapless sheep, and cauies 
a sensation in the animal similar in it* effect! (it 
is believed,} to those of tha disease known to the 
inhabitants of a portion of the British Islands 
by the vulgar name of ltd. Its ravages are to 
gradual that, at tlrst, to be almost imperceptible 
even to the closest scrutiny, and it is not until 
considerable progress is made by the ovine pest, 
that the existence of the disease is 
to be recognised, even by the moat careful and 
experienced graxier. At this stage of the 
disorder, it is doubtless curable, and, in England, 
under a very different system of sheep-farming, 
the disease 1* not more familiar than the cure is 
Ulna). In this country, the scab has been 
found, however it may have originated, to be 
propagated tolely by contagion— the dtotrae 



being of a highly contagious nature, so much so 
that even n small piece of scabby sheepskin. «i 
we are informed, is sufficient to infect a whole 
flock. No doubt that, inasmuch as sheep cannot 
he supposed to be normally scabby nny mors 
than men are, by nature, made prone 
to the itch, the origin of the 
disease must be attributed to the neglect and 
uncleanlineas of some primeval sheep owner ; 
but in Australia, it seems to, be clearly proved 
that the Scab ia not an inherent or aboriginal 
malady, but a direct inheritance from the older 
world. One thing at least seems to be clearly 
established by the testimony of a cloud of wit- 
nesfea, that every recent instance of Scab in 
this colony can be traced to the effects of con- 
tagion. 

To the sheep owners whose flocks are at- 
tacked by this insidious and dangerous disorder, 
there are hut the two alternative! of kill or 
cure. Now, the main question at issue between 
the advocates and the opponents of the present 
law is as regarding the expediency 
of summary destruction. There is no 
doubt, as we have snid befnrc, 
that there are methods of cute which are very 
commonly practised with success at home ; but 
in thie colony, it is alleged thai, for various 
sufficient reasons, it is impossible to adopt the 
same system, with any pronpect of success. 
In the first place, our flocks are much too large 
in numbers, and too widely scattered to ad- 
mit of the di.tcased sheep being housed and 
treated with the core and attention which sn Eng- 
lish farmer can bestow on his five or six score 
of New Leiccstcrs. The snnreHy and hijfh 
price of labour is another impL-ilimcnt to the 
Australian sheep-owner. Tiir- success of the 
cur-afire treatment, evrn supposing it lo tie 
practicable in certain eases, nnd in a country 
where the flocks arc so large, the servants 
of the owner fr rn erally so careless, in- 
efficient, and impntient of control, must 
always he attended with great risk ; fur 
the most trifling art of neglect on the part or 
those entrusted with the duty of " dipping " the 
sheep may reproduce the disease, and neutralise 
all the pains of the sheep-owner. 

Failing of any general system of cure, we are 
reduced to the alternative of total destruction ; 
i and it is by such means only, that. In the opinion 
I of the most competent authorities, including the 
Select Committee of lito-i, we can hope to era- 
dicate the scab from the sheep-walks of this 
colony. Of the measure* of prevention adopted 
by the Legislative Council, the first wits tha 
Act of 1B43, introduced by the member for 
Liverpool I'liins, and known at the Scab and 
Cdtarrh Act. This Act not having been found 
to be sufficiently stringent in its provisions, es- 
pecially in regard to the destruction of the 
infected sheep, it was amended in the jessinn of 
last year, and the amended measure is that 
which Mr. f'ntrpEB would hnfe the House 
repeal, 

The object of the present Act is to provide 
for the immediate destruction of all infected 
sheep, rccognisins the right of the owners to 
compensation el the rate of four shillings n head 
for every sheep destroyed in conformity to tha 
law. In case of owners neglecting lo report the 
existence of disease among their flock™, the 
Benches of Magistrates arc empowered Co em- 
mine such flocks, through an inspector, and, 
upon bis report, to cause the destruction of all 
diseased sheep, tetttiouf compensation, The 
fund out of which such compensation is to be 
paid, is raised by an assessment upon all 
sheep in the colony, at the rate of forty shillings 
for every thousand. 

Of th* Act it is complained in a 
pefition presented lo the House by Mr. 
CowfEl. that it inflicts upon those who 
" with ureal care and »t great expense keep 
their flocks free from disease, the burden of 
paying compensation to those who from inatten- 
tion or neglect, allow them to become infected ; " 
that it is " a premium for continued neglect ; " 
and that there are great (acilitiei for fraud to 
such persons as may wilfully cause their sheep 
to be destroyed for the sake of the compensa- 
tion, the amount of which, it is urged, is greater 
than the value of sheep not diseased. The two 
former objections may be sufflcientlv met by the 
fact which seems to be established beyond 
doubt, and which even the petitioners do not 
question, that the disorder itself is not the result 
of neglect or inattention en the 
part of the sheep owners, but may be, and in, 
propagated by causes altogether accidental 
and arbitrary, and against which no amount of 
care or prudence can gnard. Could it he 
proved otherwise, we should feel compelled to 
agree with the opponents of the Act : but, in 
the face of all the testimony which has been 
collected on the other side of the question (and 
which may be found in the Appendix to the 
Scab Committee's Report of loot year), it seems 
aoaurd lo atop short of any legislative inter- 
ference which does not insist upon total and 
immediate destruction. If by rontagion 
alone the disease is propigaicd, it i. 
clear that there can be no measure 
of prevention so complete and effectual as the 
alaughtsr of the infected animals, which, if 
systematically effected, and persevered in, must 
result in the eradication of the disease. 

As to the objection that the present rate of 
compensation is excessive, and gives encourage- 
ment to the fraudulent, we have only to ask 
whether the average value of sound sheep in 
the colony is not greater than four shillings a 
head, If not, then the present rate ought, un- 
doubtedly, to be lowered, so as to remove all in- 
ducement from those who may be in- 
clined to fraud, in this respect. 
Bat we have no reason to believe 
that the present rate of four shillings a 
head is sufficiently high to make it worth any 
one's while lo destroy sound sheep for the Bake 
of the compensation. It appears in m that the 
qneition Is one no peculiarly interesting to the 
squatters, and the squatters alone, that we may 
accept their own opinion as to what is or ii 
not desirable te be done. The assessment, be 
it remembered, does not come on I of the pocket*, 
of any one but the squatters ; and although the 
public have doubtless a general interest in the 
matter, as indirectly one that affects the whole 
colony, we may, without much danger, leave the 
Act to be judged hy those for whom it was 
enacted, and who are the best able to form an 
opinion of its merits. 

That some of the clauses admit of amend- 
ment seems to be generally ad mi tier], though, as 
to the main principle which it involves—that »f 
destruction with compensation — we are assured 
that the great majority of the sheep holders are 
agreed in upholding it in all its integrity. 

In our own opinion, the assessment which the 
squatters pay to wards the olij ectt a f the Act, is to be 
regarded pnrelyasan insurance rate.and nota tax. 
It is a payment afhich guarantees to those who 
pay it, that the evil which they dread will be 
prevented by all practicable mertna, end which 
insures to the sufferers at least a portion of the 
prc-perty at risk. The objects of the Act might 
perhaps, be better and more legitimately carried 
out by means of a Lire Stock Insurance Com- 
pany than hy the Government, hut even were 
such a measure adopted, It would be necessary to 



obtain the aid of legal authority to effect the 
destruction of the diseased animals, which appears 
to US to bo the main principle which Is to be up- 
held in any measure having for its object the 
prevention of Scab among sheep.

One 
grcit object in butldiug Ihit Institutioti at Kidwiek, 
tin the &i) acrts of gMutttl t^ere ftnpriprii*ccl t wai to 
enable the Committee to carry out thalneiitu'.iOB oti an 
extended plan, by furniahing the mean, of training the 
yttuth 10 puriuits of ind-irtry. A few montnt ngo 
the children were so ctawded together tint the; actu- 
ally touched each ether 1* the* ilept, ind the venti- 
lation we* Insufficient to sucli a degree tit to rendu 
the place unhealthy. Their first duty, therefore, was 
to rrtnedy that crying evil. A remedy wai therefore 
provitled it 1 large expense, but that expense Waa de- 
frayed by current iubtcripticn*. Undoubtedly Mr. 
lloytss waa right in directing attention tit the fact thsl 
at prevent there wu 1 lack of means for the training 
of the youth of the Inititution to industrial puriuiu j 
tint however erould he remedied 11 soon a. poaaiblt.

This Society might bo the 
means of relieving lite benevolent aocliliet of many

The l Committee, doubtless, wen thankful— u th.y 
ought to be —that so much had been Jsubacribed j and 
he hoped that they would not fall short of it thia year : 
but he wiahed that It were impre.aed on the puStio 
mind, that If the Institution ie to he carried oo in u 
large and ef&olent a scale thi. year u last the oub- 
.cnptlen. moat amount to *U5Qd at the very leaat, 
whereby they might be led to expect an equal sum 
from uVuvevninent e for it had been found itnprissiblo 
to maintain ths children at a less average cost than 
£20 per head. He concurred fully with the opinion 
ex;ir.eaei by the Kev, Mr. Boyce, that in Sydney it 
wa. only necessary to make out a exa.— to show a 
necessity for money— and (liny were ture to obtain the 
necessary fund*. Ha thought that the Committee of 
this Institution fully msde out ■ cue, uid If pripor 
means were adopted no lack of fund* would be expe- 
rienced. Ru n yet he hit score* of destitute children 
every month — some having been taken into custody 
either for Bam. offence or for temporary protection, 
*nd nthers brought by either 1 puefit 
or fri'ud who thought that his autho- 
rity a* Police M miatrate enabled him 
tu gTatit immediate ajmisaion into the Asylum. Hit 
heart sickened within him aa he was compelled to re- 
fute in order for admission, knowing that the Asylum 
waailreidy too full, and that tht Inttliution wu Ln 
debt : not very largely in debt certainly, but itlll *uoh 
■ debt u In his opinion ought not to Uvs existence 
The wordtof ihe resolution were eiplicit enough. The 
Institution had but * stated Income, He we* lure 
thtt every person having hut a atatad 
incuma (unleil it were very haniiome) to 
live upon, would find himaelf Ln 
debt at tht end or th. year, go with thll Limitation. 
He Igreed with Me. BtryW th.t they had but to ult 
for money, and they were aur. togel it. lit h.d uked 
l very great many, and never once had he ex- 
perienced a refusal, (He.r, hear.) The pec.pl. cf 
Sydney were certainly moat generoua, hut they had 
too much business nf their own to attend public meet- 
ing, ofthix kind. They required looking after, waiting 
up.n, and asking -xnjthe money wu sure to be forth, 
coining. It might notbi unhecumlng tn make a remark 
upon the generoua apirit — ohatectcrl-tic of the 
rn.n-minlfe.ted to-nlgSt by Mr. Kemp, who. imtead 
of hi. five guinea subscription, would henceiorth have 
to pay twenty.

He believed one 
half, or nearly one-half, the ohildren born In tht 
colony, perished before they came to mature age from 
want of attention and neglect ; xnd thru while they 
were drawing off the wealth of the oountry 
to import a population, they were not taking 
auflloient care of thoie born in the colony. It 
had been laid that they shouLd grow up to be the 
weli-trsiued mechnnioa and peasant* of the country, 
but who thould say they were not to grow up to be 
the stateimen or th* proai to their native land. Some- | inetr 
thin had been laid as to what wu to bn done with 
the little creaturu. He htd only to-day boon think- 
ing wtiat wu done in titnilir cues in another put el 
the world, end, with the permission of the meeting, ho 
would state what had been d.me in rr.ti?-.. a few 
yeiratgo, A. b*nev«lent French judge in 1S39 or 
ISiO, hid, in his rifAj[ril capacity, rainy j iivenile dei- 
iinquc.li brought before him for punishment, end hi* 
sensitive mind could nut endure it, and he dctrormined 
to resign hit otnci, ind riavote th* remainder of hi* 
life to th* reclimatlnn of thoas deltnqutnta. In IS4!}, 
he Htahliihed t school and selected a few juveniles 
from tht vuioui jails, ud trained them. He then 
founded what he terned agriculiural colonies, 
oft set the people farming. Hy great kind 
ne*i, he succeeded In hit echome to well 
that in * few yetrs uilstincn wu iff tried hioi by th* 
Government, in addition to largcprivatecontributiona, 
ami ht had no lea* than 3U0O louls under hti c*,ee. He 
■ueceaded lo well that of thoee who had piaaed 
through hia tchtme, and afterward* been at one of 
these to called agricultural colonic,, and learned by 
that means a mod. of earning a livelihood, and nut of 
thou who had been apprenticed to different callings 
not more than five per cent, relapied Intohibiu of 
crine. That wu an instance of what one individual 
had done, namely, in t comparatively short time re- 
claimed 2000 soula. He (Mr. P.) could not but ex. 
hia lurprLs* that the present meeting waa in 
. attended. He wu turprited that out of the 
many charitable individual* in Sydney, that there 
were not a great*! number who wore 
•enilble of the great privilege that 
wu within their reach of aiding ■ Boeiety 
having such excellent objects In view. He thought the 
meetings might be better attended if they were held 
in • more central put of town. He could not think 
that interests which appealed t0 directly to th* hexrt 
should not attract greater notice than they appeared 
to have doDt on the prueot occasion. If the place 
wett mora central, and more publicity given, and that 
publicity of t mors attractive kind, ho f tit oure the y 
would hav* hid a larger meeting, tnd when they one* 
excited intereat in the matter, that internet would 
continue ind increase. He would mention another 
instance, with regard to Holland, When Mr. R. 
Chambers, in 1838, wu in Rotterdam, he found, to 
his surprise, in gjol only four prisoners, and he wo, 
then informed that four or five wu about the average 
number of priaonon they had there, and thi* was 
attributable to sooietlaa of thit description. With 
these obeer ration, he begged leave to .econd the reso- 
lution,

To* Rev. Job. Wait aeoonded th. rHoluLinu. and 
in doing to he said he w-mld not, id consideration of 
the lateness of tht hour, detain the meeting with 1 
speech. He expressed the moat aordial sympathy 
with th* object the aooiety had in view, and begged 
to *tat* that id uy form In which It* operation might 
Burnt before him ho would be most happy to give it his 
warmest support.

Mr, Ha. moved thit the following alterations in the

Th* object, therefore, of the rem 
lution which he hid the honour to move wu to aana- 
tinn ■ modification of the rule, id far u to admit of 
proof before the committee b.lnr taken u lutiioient 
for all the nurrrotet of admitiion.

of immiaratlon. H* (Mr. P.) thought hia aervicsr. In 
referenda to irnnngrelion hadbeen of such great impor- 
tsnce to the country, not ao much becauae of the num. 
her nf per.ine introduced to the., shore., u becauae 
of the charatttr of the.e tmmigranu whom he had 
been the rnrant of bringing outrothlscolony-hccauae 
or ihelr ah.l.ty. their high moral character, and their 
tuefulneel ( r tha irutpoaee of aoeiely. He bali.vad 
hi. atrrieaa in this reepect had been so important that 
it w.iuld not rrqulre any great research to rind their 
character stamped upon nearly all the building* and 
puhlio work, and improvement, of tha ooluny. In 
Sj dney immenae pile* of building, had been erected 
by thoae peraone whom he had been iaetrumente! in 
hringing to these thorea. In the ram oter days, men 
who were tho centre of small Intelligent communities 
—who were at the brsttntn. jf most Important improve- 
mania would be found to have bran introduced to this 
co!„nyby Dr. Ling, The character of a. misty evon 
Jrad been changed by thru immigrariti. Then ae to hi. 
■ :■!:«■! i-i direct communication with thuae ptrsnna 
He thnught, elthough in the cue of the Mortlon Day 
immigration he entered into arrangemrnta whioh he 
via unable to rarry out, it must be. admitted that they 
almost to e men muat be senaible he had only thrir 
goi.rl snd the good of the colony at heart. (Cheeis 1 
When they found them cordially tupporting him— 

far as they could by their humble endrav^ure in a 
lawful manner, would exeat themselves to the utmstel 
in order to secure a mitigation of hi. present auffriiug, 
or hi. entire Khcrtti'm, The ruin might pprhups end 
his day. in a gaol, who had ever been forcmeat in the 
advocacy of liberty of conscience — in the aupprra. 
sinn of transportation to this colony. Ho 
had alwaya advocated the principle of liberty s.( 
cQMcience, freedom in religion, and the fci edbsa of 
ev.rry m in who deeerved hia freedom, (tlheere.) It 
Waanot for the meetintt to oimaider the trouble thrry 



wuuld encounter. If IJr. Lsng had acted erroneL.ttsly, 
lot them aympi!hi«e with hia errors, and ahuw the 
enlargeraeut of mind they poisesaed hy endeavouring 
to procure hi. liberation. He had faithfully eerved 
the colony in endeavouring to put down cuovictism, 
when fnw would have Jartd it. and surely in hie hour 
uf trouble they would now show their gratlludu hy 
extrlllijjlheiojelvea on biabekalf. (Cheew.) lt was 
from r,i> ambitioua feeling he rimt forward . but aim- 
ply on behalf of tho man whoae t.ilenta and abilili-s 
had been used for the e mersl weal of this colony. In 
the uld daya of IranapiitLtim it wfj not as it Is now, 
Pew fflin cf hi. ability would come forward then 
to advocate the cause of tho freeman, and 
the freeman, rights, became hy so doing th. y wmld 
be displeasing those in authority. Ho hoped the 
preaent movement would result satisfactorily, tnd 
that in the end they would break i ff tbe fetters thai 
now hind thia great and noble minded man. (Loud 
cheer* ) 

Thet reaeluiion wa* then put and unaniraoualy 
carried. 

Mr. Pauk rn rose amid loud cheers. He aaid it had 
been his good fortune during the laet six or .even 
years to appear before the public nf Sydney, in public 
meeting assembled, and on each of Lh,,ae several 
oaeasiona he had been received with very great kind* 
neaa. On all those occasions he confessed he had come 
f.irwarrl with a feeling of plcasuen in romt degree. 
Ho might have been aurrounded hy shftlculLiea, the 
cauee In which he appeared might have been one per- 
haps in whioh the prosppcl of auccesa wu not very 
cheering, but on all o^ulona he had conie 
with plcaaurable feeling.. He confeued 
however that th* Ceeliags which ectuated him on the 
preient cccaalon were not feeling* of nlexsure. They 
were vary deep : they were indeed feelings of grief, 
which he could *carcely give ultcrenr? to. He con- 
fessed if he hid been consulted in reference to tilt 
preaent movement, he ahould have advised a different 
course, tie would have auggrsted that a memorial 
should hare been got up in private, rather than one 
originating in a public meeting auch aa the present. 
But the gentlemen who had initiated the proceeding* 
hail thought otherwise, and be trusted th* couiu they 
had taken would prove that they were right. The 
reaeun why he ahould have hesitated to have edvised 
such a step arose nut of t diapnsition to retire from the 
public view at all time* when euffering nnder afflLetioh 
or great distress. But when he waa waited upon a day 
or two ago with a desire that he would move the 
memorial drawn up for presentation to his Excel- 
lency, after having cart fully read that meniarlal, 
it appeared so well .feed and to exceedingly 
temperate in language and tone, snd ao entirely to 
meet the cue,-, and fully concurring in the object 
.ought to be obtained, ha aaaanted at once to do ao. 
(Loud cheers.) Inthefew remarka he should *uhm it 10 
the meeting in moving the adoption of the memorial, 
he wnuld endeavour loabaLain from making r°f allu- 
sion to th* urriortianat* circumstances which had led 
to the meeting, arid he would look only at one object, 
that which he believed they all had in view — tha liber- 
ation of ihe Rev. Sr. Lang from his present unfortu- 
nate position. ([joud cheers ) lie entirely agreed 
with the observations of those grsntlemea who had 
already addressed the muting, »n<_ wu fully alive to 
the great <nrvtc«l to thia colony 
Lane, wham he locked beck upon, 
gentleman in thia colony. He urived here 
yean ago, and he at once in those 
day.— in thou* day* when it wu perilous 
for a man to call hi. soul his own, end 
when no auch thing u liberty or frerdom of speech 
exietad in the colony, threw hi* whole aoul 
in the regeneration of thi* colony. From that time to 
the present, u all present were Weil aware, he had 
struggled, aometimtra under error, *nd sometimes under 
most advene circumiiance*. which hive reaulttd to 
his own di« ad vantage, with ■ tingle purpose in view 
— the advancement of the general good of hia 
Adopt. d land, (Loud cheers.) In proieeution of th* 
cause he had undertaken, he had m*de eevcral voy- 
age* to the mother coumry^he behoved six or aeven 
—chiefly, a* stated in the memorial, at hi. Din pri- 
vate ekpehae. Bight *r ten year, ago, on the occasion 
of hia returning to England, by way of New Zealand, 
and calling at America, he well remembered that 
among the Mcrinces Dr. Lang made at that time, was 
the sale of one ofthn nneil priv.te librariee of the 
colony ; and it wu well known to the t/helo of the 
colonist*, that had he been a prnurinLu man, or a man 
ef ordinary character and contideretien, he would at 
this time have been one cf ll * most wealthy men 
in thi* city. (Cheers ) Properties could he pointed 
out of enormous value at the present time which for- 
merly were the property of l>r. Lang, and which he 
had sacrificed for an object which he believed to be 
for the public good. When he (Mr, Parket) looked 
back to all those sacrifices, and when he aaw the sln- 
gienees of purpose and the unflinching vigour with 
which Dr. Lang bad prosecuted his ot'jeet, he could 
not but think the Colony owed to that man more, per- 
haps, than to any other man who has trod the sell nl 
thie colony. (Cheera.) And it would be rating Ihoee 
service! idly if *t the present time they fiid not 
expreu their dcrp sympathy with hi* family auffer- 
inga. He eateemed it a very eeri^tu disaster to the 
colony that the public acrvicct of Lir, Lang should be 
lost to the cf.lony for the next six month*. Beyond 
all nuestion, whatever might be aaid hy hia opponent!— 
whatever might ha gat upon various ritcaeloM to teaaeo 
his induenca in th* communi.y — he was 
at thia moment one of the most inflncntinl 
men In the legislature of this colon;-. 
(Loud cheera.) No doubt petsisn. might be f.und in 
il-e community who would smile at thi* : but he (Mr 
P.) would apply thie teal: let auy t.„ ..•«.. be brought 
forward in the legislature hy a m-.tiiber i t the (Jovern- 
ment— by the highest mr-mber of the fhivi tntnent. snd 
if audde nly— unknown to them, the 1 1 ivtrn mi ll t receive 
the support of Dx. Lang, any stranger who waa pre- 
sent would notice that higher value would he set open 




ettontion- (Cheers}— when they found thil to be 
tbe cue, they must be seiietttd he had been their friend 
and hi* only object wtt lo advance their interest, aud 
the inierwta of the colony generally. But his services 
'» th« ^°*Y "> lh* Cause of immigration had not 
been confined to the .Uploads of persons whom he 
hid heen inatrumenlal in bringing here l his various 
Writings and hie leoiurea in lb* mother- country 
must have had a lsri>r inBuene* than could 
hare ari.cn from the efTori. of any other 
man in direction- the mind, of thoae in the mother 
country to the advantage* offered by these colonic, at 
a place ufeetllement. (Cheera.) He had no doubt if the 
more intelligent and virtuous portion of the population 
csuld be cs.nns.ed, it would V found that hy far the 
greater proportion of chest had been, mora or le.., in- 
duced to come to thi. part of tha world through the 
writings or the lecture* of the Ilr-v, Dr. Lang. 
(Cheer* ) His service, in this respect, he thought, 
could not be over-rated. Then, ai all were well 
aw, ire, the Dr, had been one of the ablest and one of 
the most coneiatent advocate, of the political rig! 1* of 
the colony, (t.becre,) In the Council, on all ocea- 
rione, he had been conaiatcn t and Heady in his edvi. 
encyof the rights nf the colony. Whoever might 
fail, lhi>y had Dr. Ling. (Uhcera ) Simply for this 
reai on : he hid no other interest to eerve— he 
had no other object in view — hi* main 
purpuse was, acenrdine (a ihe heat of hia 
judgment, to b*nrnt 1 is adopted couuntry. To a large 
extent this would be admitted even by there peranna 
who look seriius exeipUon to aome of the tela of that 
gentleman. He knew there wu a very lugs number 
oi person* in the colony who dheented from many of 
the opinions entertained by Dt. Lang. (Hear, hear, 
and "squatter*,") and who also took lerioua objec- 
tion* to hi. conduct in aome reapects, who would 
nevertheless admit that in the cauae of emigration 
hia efforta hadbeen productive of vrry great advantages 
to the colony. When they aaw lhat gentleman at 
auch an age (he believed he wu now in hi. nfty-sixlh 
ye*i), under the peculiar aiUicUont which had fallen 
upon hi. rami) y and himself, and cut into nriaon for 
■ix months, he (Me. P.] for one, at all event*, wu not 
disposed to stop to inquire into ihe precise merits cl 
til* otu which hid resulted In tuoh an nnfortunale 
imnri.onmi_.nl. He looked back to hi. long aerie* of 
hrilliant servieea to thia waoiry i be 
looked around, and aaw there was no man 
lo take hia place ; he looked fnrwud to the great 
amount of labour which rem lined for men like him to 
perform, and he bed every confidence that in the 
public building in whioh they were now assembled, 
whatever might ha their peculiar opinions of his po- 
litical character, nine out of every ten would agree 
with him that the present eituation of Dr, Ling waa a 
great misfortune to the colony, (Cheers ) It was a 
great misfortune to lea* hit tervlce* for * kin|le day 
under circumetanct* auch as the preaent. (Loud 
cheera.) Taking thi. view of the whole matter, and 
knowing it wu x view largely shared la by men* nf 
lii-i, jus it pinion*, he thought there would be but little 
difficulty in getting the memoriil numerously, slmctt 
univereilly, ligned by th* people of Sydney. He be- 
lieved persons or th* meet opptriite opinion*, from the 
highest to th* lowett, would be too happy to sign a 
memorial, the object of which wu to velieve from em- 
barrassment a gentleman who had auch claims upon 
the onmmuoily, who had rendered auch great and nu- 
merous t*tvlc«* to It, and who wa* ao capable of (till 
further serving it at a time When treat public services 
of this kind were .0 urgently required. (Cheer*,) Ha, 
there fisre, bad great pleasure in undertaking to move 
the adoption of th* memorial, which he read aa fol- 
lows . —

Mr. Wilmiiiix aecondeu the motion, which wan put 
and carried unanimously. 

Mr Jons CaetrniLL rose, amidst loud cheers, to 
move the next reputation. Ha eald It would not re- 
quire many obaerratinrui from him to recommend this 
reiolution to their favourable consideration. All that 
he felt It necvasary to aay waa In justification of hia 
independence on ibis u well ** on every other attge of 
life, iiamely, that he entered into the movement with 
leelinK* of perfect cordiality and sincerity.

He had 
heard with much satlafaclion the announce- 
ment made by Mr. Parke., that Dr. 
Lang held a very influential putiuon la the 
Legudeiure of the colony, snd knowing u they did 
how much this grntltman had done to promote the 
well-being of the communi.y, he did not Ihir.k it 
would reiiiiiteanyargumnnt from him to urge upon them 
the importance o! doing tdl in their pr.wer to release 
him from hia preaent melancholy poaition. Tb* 
Doctor wee, ttricttj speaking, * man ol progress and a 
nan i f the p.-. ^Je, and therefore, in both these 
eapacitici, lie waa prenminenily entitled te 
lb* ayrnpithy of the colonial public. Ho cm. 
eluded by expressing his opinion that nit Wil- 
liam Denison baa sufficient of th. attribute nf mercy 
lo give ll.u. petition hia moat favourable '* '

Hut never, even in the moat insignificant 
dermnn university, has a diplomt of Doctor of Medi- 
r.ne, ol Surgery, or ul Midwilery, been iaeued unhsa 
the candidate, having previously passed through the 
routine of three or four years' medical study, sati.rac- 
torily undergoes an examination, both verbtl and in 
wiitrag. whieh include* all the different branches 0 r 
medical science. But tbe diploma thus chtiinad it 
only in honorary distinction, and does not entitle the 
candidate to practise , and it is only after he hu m-- 
cesafully undergone enothir, far more difficult trad 
lirtct, rxunination [which i* tailed " tite.au exlmen ") 
in the country la which he belong*, that a licenae to 
practise is jiantci] tn him, These regulations arc tha 
time in Auatrit, Frusiia, and all the other fJermtn 
Stun, and their observance ia ittictly enforced by 
law.
